It  is  felt  that  lots  12  and  13  represent  three  legions,  two  from  Africa  and  one 
from  Italy.  The  primary  beneficiary  (for  whose  army)  of  the  coins  has  troubled 
scholars  for  many  years  and  the  problem  has  never  been  solved,  in  fact  the 
more  I read,  the  more  confused  I became.  That  is  until  I spoke  to  our  advisor  for 
historical  facts.  Prof.  D.  MacDonald.  He  found  in  "The  Roman  Revolution’’  by  Sir 
Ronald  Syme,  that  one  of  the  moneyers,  C.  Norbanus  Flaccus,  an  Etruscan, was 


in  42  BC,  only  months  after  the  minting  of  these  coins,  a general  fighting  with 
Octavian  who  later  served  as  Consul  in  38  BC.  As  Octavian  butchered  Cicero 
and  all  who  opposed  him  when  he  re-entered  Rome  after  defeating  Marc  Antony 
(before  allying  with  him).  C.  Norbanus  Flaccus  could  never  have  issued  these 
coins  for  the  benefit  of  Cicero  to  protect  Rome  from  Octavian  as  Alfoldi 
suggests. 

The  types  with  the  Minervan  helmet  on  the  curule  chair  which  represent  “a 
just  war”,  and  the  others  with  Sibyl  which  refers  to  the  book  of  Sibylline 
Prophecies  which  the  Romans  consulted  in  time  of  crisis,  refer  to  the  hoped  for 
defeat  of  Cicero,  Brutus,  Cassius  and  the  other  enemies  of  the  dead  Julius  and 
his  adopted  son  (to  be  Augustus). 

Crawford  491/1  a and  Crawford  491/2  are  equal  to  the  best  that  have  ever 
come  up  for  sale.  These  coins  were  struck  by  a traveling  military  mint.  For  that 
reason  the  surfaces  do  not  resemble  those  of  Imperial  Aurei,  even  at  the  time 
of  minting.  The  surface  of  the  dies  of  traveling  mints  were  never  highly  polished 
or  well  finished  as  were  those  of  stationary  Imperial  mints.  Except  for  the  issues 
of  Julius  Caesar,  Republican  Aurei  are  generally  quite  scarce  and  always  struck 
as  the  Chinese  proverb  goes  “during  interesting  times”  or  in  other  words,  "during 
Civil  Wars”.

Between  March  10th-l5lh,  68  AD  one  Julius  Vindex  began  a revolt  in  Gaul 
against  Nero  that  would  start  a Roman  civil  war  and  put  an  end  to  the  Julio- 
Claudian  line.  Vindex,  the  governor  of  Gaul,  had  the  backing  of  the  governor  of 
Flispania  Taraconnensis,  Servius  Sulpicius  Galba.  Nero  was  in  Naples  on 
March  20th,  68  AD  when  he  was  told  of  the  revolt  in  Gaul.  Fie  sent  Verginius 
Rufus,  the  military  governor  of  Upper  Germany,  to  put  down  the  revolt. 

Vindex  and  Verginius  met  in  private  one  day,  with  no  one  else  present,  so 
there  is  no  record  of  what  they  spoke  about.  Vindex  had  an  army  of  100,000 
troops  which  was  put  together  in  about  two  weeks.  These  troops  were  quite 
unruly  and  attempted  to  enter  Vesontio  which  Verginius  occupied.  No  matter 
what  his  personal  political  beliefs  were,  Verginius  was  a man  to  whom  order 
meant  everything.  Because  of  the  disorderly  actions  of  Vindex's  troops  the 
battle  of  Vesontio  was  commenced,  that  resulted  in  the  death  of  Vindex  and 
20.000  of  his  troops.  (These  numbers,  100,000  troops  and  20,000  killed  seem 
to  be  more  like  ANA  attendance  figures;  in  other  words,  divide  by  four  for 
reality).  The  interesting  thought  is  that  these  two  armies  weren't  for  and 
against  Nero,  but  most  likely  both  commanders  were  against  Nero.  The  battle 
of  Vesontio  fought  early  in  June  of  68  AD  was  a battle  fought  between  armies 
for  reasons  other  than  what  is  thought  of,  Verginius  putting  down  a revolt;  it 
was  because  Verginius  thought  Vindex's  revolt  threatened  peace  in  Gaul.  It 
seems  that  Vindex  and  Verginius  were  both  in  complete  agreement  on  Nero 
and  Galba  because  Verginius  remained  a friend  of  Galba's  after  the  death  of 
Vindex  and  went  to  Rome  with  him  as  an  advisor.  Fie  later  turned  down  the 
purple  when  offered  and  died  at  an  advanced  age  during  the  reign  of  Nerva. 
Nero,  not  knowing  of  Vindex's  defeat,  killed  himself  on  June  9,  68  AD.  If  he 
knew  Verginius'  true  loyalties,  Vindex's  defeat  would  have  been  meaningless 
anyway. 

Within  a three  month  revolt  Vindex  put  people  and  politics  in  motion  that  did 
not  still  till  four  emperors,  Nero.  Galba,  Otho  and  Vitellius,  had  perished  and 
Vespasian  was  emperor.  The  coinage  that  Vindex  began  and  others  continued 
is  unique  in  the  imperial  period.  Comprised  mostly  of  silver  denarii,  it  is 
anonymous  except  for  obvious  copies  of  Augustan  types  with  legends  that 
speak  of  the  Republican  virtues  of  the  Roman  people  and  service  to  them.  The 
commonest  are  those  of  the  Victory-type  issued  by  Vindex  in  Gaul  that  have 
an  oak  wreath  reverse  with  SPQR  in  the  center  and  various  legends  on  the 
obverse  of  a Republican  ethical  nature.  The  oak  wreath,  known  in  Latin  as  the 
corona  civica,  was  given  to  Augustus  in  27  BC  to  celebrate  his  ending  of  the 
civil  war  and  saving  of  Roman  lives  by  pardoning  his  enemies.  The  oak  wreath 
was  awarded  to  persons  who  saved  the  life  of  a Roman  citizen  in  battle.  While 
this  was  Vindex's  most  dominant  reverse,  it  was  not  his  invention,  as  it  was 
begun  by  Augustus  and  continued  by  everyone  to  this  time  through  Nero  with 
the  exception  of  Tiberius.  With  this  type  Vindex  was  asking  for  a new  reign  to 
begin  in  the  constitutional  Julio-Claudian  manner;  doing  it  anonymously  seems 
quite  altruistic  but  was  not  his  real  plan.  The  candidate  Vindex  had  in  mind 
from  the  very  beginning  was  his  partner  Galba. 

Even  though  Galba  had  turned  down  the  purple  at  New  Carthage  on  April 
2,  68  AD,  he  wanted  it  badly,  but  according  to  his  Julio-Claudian  principles,  he 
could  not  accept  the  offer  of  the  purple  from  the  provinces.  It  had  to  come  from 
Rome  and  the  Senate.  Galba  further  reasoned  that  if  he  accepted  at  New 
Carthage  then  many  other  military  governors  could  and  would  do  the  same. 
This,  of  course,  became  a fact  in  the  third  and  fourth  centuries  AD.  As  Galba 
had  been  adopted  by  Livia  into  the  Julio-Claudian  Family,  he  knew  that  if  the 
offer  of  the  empire  came  from  Rome  and  the  Senate  to  him.  he  would  be  on 
very  solid  ground. 

Now  to  our  new  coin  - the  Victory  on  the  obverse  is  of  a more  or  less  usual 
type.  The  obverse  legend  reads  from  top  left  down  “S  HUMANIS  . . . Rl".  The 
word  that  is  off  flan  most  likely  is  VICTORIA  because  of  the  Victory  , which  is 
what  I originally  thought.  With  the  help  of  a friend/client  in  Germany  1 avoided 
this  error  at  the  last  moment.  The  useless  "S”  at  the  beginning  of  FfUMANIS 
was  the  fly  in  the  ointment.  The  solution  is  having  the  "S”  at  the  end  of  the 
legend  attached  to  the  beginning  letter  "H”  in  HUMANI'  thus  the  complete 
legend  would  read  "HUMANI  SALUS  GENERIS"  or  "FOR  THE  WELFARE  OF 
THE  HUMAN  RACE".  The  denarius  we're  writing  about  in  this  article  weighs 


3.55g.  T he  stunning  side  of  this  com  is  the  reverse.  1 he  letters  SPQR  within  a 
wreath  would  be  normal  were  it  not  within  a laurel  wreath,  which  it  is. 
Everywhere  on  Roman  gold  and  silver  where  the  legend  or  a variant  of  it 
appears  within  an  oak  wreath,  it  refers  to  saving  the  life  of  a citizen  in  battle, 
but  on  this  com  the  legend  is  placed  within  a laurel  wreath. 

The  laurel  wreath  (laurea  corona)  was,  in  the  Republic,  only  given  to  a pro- 
consul;  in  imperatorial  times  it  was  awarded  to  Julius  Caesar  who  wore  it 
everywhere  as  it  covered  up  his  baldness.  In  imperial  times  the  laurel  wreath 
was  worn  only  by  emperors,  with  none  of  those  individuals  at  the  rank  of 
caesar  allowed  its  use.  The  laurel  wreath  was  then  the  singular  symbol  of  an 
emperor.  If  we  collate  all  of  this  information  we  see  that  while  Vindex's  types 
were  of  a Republican  nature,  he  wanted  a new  Julio-Claudian  constitutional 
government.  The  laurel  wreath  on  this  single  com  confirms  that  he  wanted  an 
emperor,  Galba,  to  head  that  government.

The  primary  function  of  the  cartonnage  was  to  invoke,  through 
painted  images,  the  gods  of  death  and  rebirth.  Their  aid  was  essential  in 
reaching  the  afterlife  and  reviving  the  senses.  Many  of  the  symbols,  moreover, 
served  as  reassurance  that  this  transformation,  already  apparent  in  natural 
phenomena,  would  take  place. 

Three  winged  figures,  dominating  the  composition,  represent  the 
heavens,  flight,  time,  and  cyclical  events.  At  the  top-most  center,  a solar  disk 
- flanked  by  uraei  and  with  outstretched  wings  represents  the  sun's  cyclical 
journey  across  the  sky,  bringing  warmth  and  light,  and  bearing  the  energies  of 
the  gods  and  the  spirits  of  ancestral  kings.  At  each  shoulder  are  hawk- 
headed symbols  of  the  rising  sun  associated  with  the  gods  Re  and  Horus.  A 
flying  beetle,  at  the  approximate  midsection,  is  rendered  as  the  power  behind 
the  sun's  daily  movement  between  an  eastern  birth  and  western  death.  In  this 

funerary  context,  the  beetle  endows  the  mummy  with  an  eternity  of 
risings  and  renewals.  The  sky  goddess  Nut,  in  the  lower  section,  with  the  sun 
disk  and  wings  to  indicate  her  celestial  nature,  holds  the  feathers  of  justice  in 
each  hand.  These  are  the  symbols  of  a balanced  universe,  created  when 
Order  was  imposed  upon  Chaos,  and  the  world  was  set  into  motion. 

Two  Eyes  of  Horus,  each  pair  above  the  two  lower,  winged  figures, 
generally  represents  the  sun  and  moon,  but  the  Eye  also  figured  in  the 
mythical  battle  Horus  and  Set,  in  which  the  formers  eye  was  struck  out  and 
then  magically  restored  by  the  gods.  In  this  context,  it  is  a symbol  of  the  god's 
power  over  all  earthy  destruction.  Two  figures  of  human-headed  Osiris,  and 
hawk-headed  Osiris,  and  hawk-headed  Horus,  on  either  side,  serve  as 
reinforcement  of  the  mythological  connection  between  the  two  as  father  and 
son. 

Below  the  winged  beetle  is  a scene  of  ritual.  The  mummified  body, 
represented  genetically  as  the  god  Osiris,  the  first  to  have  undergone  the 
process  of  mummification,  lies  on  a lion-headed  bier,  a type  of  furniture 
associated  primarily  with  embalming.  The  figure  with  the  jackal's  head  is  the 
god  Anubis,  who  oversaw  not  only  the  preservation  of  the  remains,  but  acted, 
through  a priestly  representative,  in  the  ritual  of  revivification,  touching  the 
centers  of  each  sense  with  a ritual  adze  and  pronouncing  the  necessary 
spells.  Sister-goddesses  Isis  and  Nepthys,  identified  by  their  headdresses 
and  respectively,  are  witness  to  the  scene,  and  were  the  first  embalmers  in  the 
myth  of  Osiris.
